Washington, Jan- 19—Reports from 


Havana that the Cuban constitution 
may be completed in time to be con- 
sidered at this session! of congress has 
led to a discussion ra congressional 
elides as to thep rocedure likely to b§ 
adopted on a document of this charac- 
ter. 


It is expected that the constitution \ 


will be forwarded to the president and 
by him submitted 10 congress, probably1 
with recommendations. 


In the house the understanding pre- 


vails that anv action on the subject 
would be framed by tli« insular com- 
mittee, but it is not clear what action 
if any is called 'tor relative ti> a consti- 
tution of -what is h«Jd to be foreign 
territory except as it contains provis- 
ions regarding the United States. 


Chairman Coop&r of the msuiar com- 


mittee says it vill not'ba for. conteresg 


to pass on or ratify the constitution as 
it is for the Cutons^o do this lor them- 
selves- He thinks it probable, however, 
that a declarptory resolution could be 
fiamed, expressing the views of con- 
grresa c-3 the sufficiency of the constitu- 
tion! in ensuring stable pacific govern- 
ment ror Cuba and perhaps laying 
'down a general p'an of turning over 
the island's a'fairs to the Cubans as 
soon as their cottbtitutional system is 
put into practice. 


In this, however, the purpose would 


not be go much to pass on the constitu. 
tion as to see that the United Statss 
pledges of Pacific government were car- 
ried out. 


In case the constitution provides for 


an American protectorate, or gives oth- 
er provisions i elating to the United 
States, special action might be required, 
beyond a merei resolution approving the 
system proposed.

battles. From Washington comes the 
newa that two new field guns Invented 
by officers of the ordnance corps, and 
which it is claimed are superior to any 
owned by any foreign government, 
will soon be subjected to tests at tbe 
proving grounds at San/y Hook- The 
type and mechanism of these guns are 
still profound secrets, and if the regu- 
lations adopted for these tests are car- 
ried out strictly it will be a long time 
before the werld knows anything about 
them. Cue at the inventors is Captain 
J. H. Lewis. 


In the meantime the ordnance depart- 


ment 13 testing on the Hook a most re 
inarkable explosive, says the New York 
Journal, which although 50 per cent 
more powerful than dynamite may be 
safely fired in a shell through heavy 
armor plate without exploding until 
such time as the explosion is set for. 


Maxiaiite, the wonderful new explo- 


sive, is the invention of Hudson Max- 
im, the inventor of smokeless powder. 
It is 15 times as forcible as gunpowder 
and more destructive than the lyddite 
used by the English in the South Afri- 
can war or thorite, formerly tested by 
this government, yet it may be bandied 
with the utmost ease and safely. 


The experiments now being carried 


on are for the purpose of showing Its 
adaptability for the blowing up of ar- 
morclad vessels. For this it is necessa- 
ry that it should resist explosion upon 
contact with the steel protection of the 
ship and, secondly, that it should ex- 
plode after penetration of the ship's 
side with force enough to disable or de- 
stroy the vessel. So far the tests have 
been highly satisfactory, and, although 
very expensive, they will be continued 
The other day" 70 pounds of the explo 
sive were loaded into a 12 inch artnoi 
piercing shell which was fired through 
a seven inch armor plate. The maxim- 
He did not explode, although the shock 
of impact was terrific. Neither lyddite 
nor thqrite has ever successfully stood 
such a test. 


"Maiimite." said Mr. Maxim, the in- 


ventor, recently, "is a light yellow sub- 
stance that can be safely burned and is 
easily melted. When a shell is to be 
filled, the maximite is melted and pour- 
ed, into the shell like so much wax. It 
hardens like mortar. Back of it is 
placed a quantity of fulminate of mer- 
cury arranged to explode after the pro- 
jectile has traveled through the air and 
penetrated the ship's armor. Lyddite, 
which Is solid picric acid, is so sensi- 
tive that occasionally projectiles filled 
with it are exploded by friction in 
flight There have been many instances 
in the Boer war where lyddite sheila 
have gone off prematurely on leaving 
tbe gun. This would be impossible 
with maximite. 


"Maximite Is somewhat mo*e power- 


ful ,thaa picric acid. At tbe Instant of 
detonation maximite probably exerts a 
pressure of half a million pounds to 
tbe square inch—that is to say. 250 
tons. During the Spanish war I offer- 
ed to build a gun for the United States 
government which should throw half 
a ton of maximlte with as great veloc- 
ity and accuracy as, the shell now 
thrown from the present 12 inch gun. 
Such an aerial torpedo striking an open 
street of a city would probably blow a 
hole In the earth to a depth of from 10 
to 15 feet, and the pieces of the pro- 
jectiles would be buried in all direc- 
tions at a velocity of about 3.000 feet 
per second, or nearly a third higher 
velocity than a rifle boll. 


"Such a projectile thrown against tbe 


armored side of a battleship would 
shatter the walls of the vessel as 
though they were made of glass. Even 
a 1? inch shell like that which was 
fired at Saudy Hoot, carrying 70 
pounds of maximite, exploding on the 
inside of the strongest battleship, 
would without doubt throw her out of 
action even if it did not destroy her. 


"Maximite can be melted In an 


ordinary water bath for filing shells. 
In the shell, of course, it solidifies. It 
cannot be exploded by ignition or even 
by a large quantity of fulminate of 
mercury unless it be at the same time 
strongly confined in a steel ball. A 12 
Inch forged steel aimor piercing shell 
was broken into more than 7.000 pieces 
—at least 7.000 were recovered. 


"A five inch armor piercing shell 


was broken into more than 800 frag- 
ments. The rough and shredded char- 
acter of the pieces bore evidence of the 
violence of the explosion. 


"A Sve Inch shell, however, which 


was filled with maximite and set off 
with 50 grains of fulminate of mer- 
cury did not explode the material, and 
tbe fragments of the shell broken by 
the fuse \rere found with tbe material 
still adhering to them. In this case 
tlio f»heJ! Tvni not stroncr enough to 
offer tbe necessary resistance, neither 
was there sufficient fulminate of mer- 
cury to effect a detonation. 


"The great destructive value of 


miximitc lies In tbe fact that it can 
ae arranged in a shell so as not to ex- 
plode until It has gone through the 
Armor of n ship, and therefore none of 
Its force Is lost."

The police, in a sense, 
are always with us- and we do not value 
as We ought their constant vigilance 
under the most trying conditions, such 
as weather like last night's. Besides 
they are ready for their daagers, dan- 
gers which not infrequently threaten 
their very lives. These dangers are faced 
heroically, without heralding or after 
cereittony. and about all tve ever hear 
of them is that some rough character 
waff in court in the morning. Back of 
the simple court announcement there ia 
oftentimes a story ot hairbreadth es- 
ed&e' on the part Of the officer that did 
Me duty. 


The member* of tha fire department 


•re not so constantly before our eyes, 
bat when they do come under our ot»- 
flWation we are assured by severe teat 
that they are equal to the possible 
emergncy. Take the occasion of last 
Alight by way of illustration. There 
was no more hitter .weather this winter 
and in the recent history ox tne c.ty 
there has not been a more destructive 
or more threatening flrs. Property 
•worth many thousand of dollars was 
hopelessly involved and besides—which 
J» the larger question—property worth 
many more thousands 'of dollars was 
most seriously endangered. On one

It was about 7 o'clock when the fire 


alarm was sounded. It was long past 
midnight when th« fire was actually 
over. During all that time the firemen 
remained at the post of duty disregard- 
ing exposure that would b& fatal to 
most men. 


All that can be done is to bespeak for 


the firemen the large praise that they 
deserve and sincerely hope that their 
health will not suffer from their trying 
exposure.

Problem of FreT«uU»ff W#>te of 


Electrical Caere? the One the In- 
ventor Has Solver-Coil, of Wire 
Attached Bight to a Mile OB • Ca- 
ttle Are V»ed. 
It was learned the other day that the 


price paid by the Bell Telephone com- 
pmy tor Professor Michael I. Pupin's 
invention for telephoning across the 
ocean was uot $200,000, as first report- 
ed, but $500,000. Officers of thecompany 
believe they have captured the most 
important-invention since that of the 
telephone itself, and they expect it to 
revolutionize the entire telephone busi- 
ness. 


Engineers are busily at work on 


plans for the utilization of Professor 
Pupin's invention In a telephone line 
to Europe. They are preparing esti- 
mates and maps, and as soon as their 
work is finished the Bell company will 
be prepared to make a definite an- 
nouncement regarding the inevitable 
transatlantic telephone line. Professor 
Pupin remarked to a New York World 
reporter that the Bell company did not 
"buy the plans to look at or play with, 
but bought them for business." Those 
who are on the inside declare that a 
telephone system from New York to 
London and Paris is already in sight. 


That ocean telephony can be success- 


ful^ accomplished by Professor Pu- 
pin's invention has already been dem- 
onstrated. 
Tests covering almost a 


year were made before the American 
Telephone company, the parent Bell 
company, agreed to purchase the in- 
vention. The company then made an 
offer of §500.000 to Professor Pupin for 
his invention and he accepted. The sale 
was outright. The report that the in- 
ventor is to receive a salary during the 
life of the patent is not correct 


Professor 
Pupin is professor of 


electrical 
engineering at Columbia 


college and lives at Yonkers. 
He 


is 
about 35 years old, athletic 


of 
figure, 
with 
dark complexion, 


black mustache and hair and hu- 
morous black eyes. He is a friend of 
Professor Tesla and is. regarded by the 
latter as one of the most promising 
tneu in the scienfic world. 


"I have been at work on the inven- 


tion for five years," said Professor Pu- 
pin recently. "I conducted all the ex- 
periments in this building and the boys 
here helped me. They deserve a great 
deal of the credit- 


"The Invention not only makes an 


ocean telephone possible, but it will 
save a fortune in the construction of 
long distance land lines. Just to give 
you an idea: My process will effect-a 
saving of $120,000 on each land circuit 
between IS'ew York and Chicago. The 
saving on every 1,000 miles of land cir- 
cuit will be In equal proportion to that 
between Chicago and New York." 


"When did you perfect the Inven- 


tion?" 


"More than a year ago. I took out 


my patents only last June, but I bad 
demonstrated the practicability of the 
process long before that." 


Professor Pupin said it would be en- 


tirely possible to use any existing cable 
line for his telephone. "It would first 
be necessary," said he, "to insert the 
inductance coils, which form the basis 
of my invention. This in itself would 
be a big task, I presume the telephone 
company, when it gets ready, will 
build its own, independent telephone 
line." 


The problem which Professor Pupin 


has solved is that of maintaining elec- 
trical energy iu transmission. The in- 
vention is simple, meiely being a plan- 
for renewing the electrical waves by 
inserting every eighth of a mile 'on the 
cable a coil of wire known as the in- 
ductance coil. These coils act simply 
as relays, giving the electrical waves 
fresh impetus. 


"Sending a cable Is a slow matter, 


you know." said he, "for the cable has 
to be charged at each click of the key. 
Each click exhausts the-current. This 
has been attributed to what electri- 
cians call the 'capacity' of the cable. 
To illustrate what is meant by 'ca- 
pacity:' Blow in a rubber bag which 
has a hole at the other end. The wind 
will begin to escape through that hole 
only when the bag is filled. In the 
same way the cable has to be charged 
at the sending end to its capacity be- 
fore the current is felt at the receiving 
end. Any hastening mixes things. 


"The problem I had to solve was to 


reduce the 'capacity' so that a mes- 
sage could be transmitted clearly and 
rapidly. I discovered at the outset 
that the slowness of transmission was 
due to loss of energy by conversion 
Into beat and otherwise. * The puzzle 
was to preserve this energy. 


"By mathematical calculation I dem- 


onstrated that this could be done by 
means of a 'choke' coil placed at regu- 
lar intervals along the line. 
Tbesf 


'choke' colls are of wire around a core 
of mental. On a cable line they should 
be »t intervals of an eighth of a mile; 
on land lines at intervals of a mile."

" W- H, Turner's carriage sales rooms 
and repair shop on Fuinlace hill, was 
totally destroyed by fire with all its 
contents last night. Careful estimates 
place the total loss at about ?15,000, 
with, a total insurance on everything 
concerned in the fire o3 $7200. As cart 
of this was on Mr. TurrJ.r's house next 
to the shop, which was not badiy dam- 
aged, not all this insurance will be 
paid. Mr- Turner's actual loss will be 
at east $6000, wh:ie others who had car- 
riages and sleighs in the shop will lose 


j their full value. 


The fire was the most threatening as 


well as one of the most disastrous in 
the recent- history of the city. A high 
wid from the west drove flames and 
sparks against the frame houses east 
of the shop, and at one time it looked 
as though the entire section between 
the shop and the river would go. Re- 
markably efficient -work on the part ot 
the fire department saved Mr. Turner's 
house, which was burning fiercely; wheri 
the department arrived, and confined 
the games to the shop. 


The department worked under the 


worst possible conditions- The ther- 
mometer registered belc v zero, and 
many of the firemen suffered greatly 
from exposure- ElinlJing smoke and fly- 
ing brands flrom the blaze liandicat>oed 
them, and thsir work was in many in- 
stances nothing short of heroic. The 
department was on duty from 7 o'clock 
when the alarm was rur.U in, till this 
afternoon, most of the firemen remain- 
ing- till about 2 o'clock this morninz, 
and members of the department beinc 
at work all day today- One stream was 
kept on unltil after noon. 


The dense smoke from the paints and 


oils in the building swept down from, 
the hill and spread over the entire bus- 
iness section of the city it being the 
worst of any fire i» this respect that 
has occurred 'lor years. The flames were 
brilliant for an Hour or so and hundreds 
were attracted *o the place, only to be 
driven away by the smoke, cold and 
flying soarks. 


An incidental damage from the fire 


was the burnlin* of the main feed wires 
which supply tfce city with electric 
light, so that after 7-30 the city was 
in complete darkness. The electric light 
company will lose about $1000 from this, 
besides the great inconvenience to the 
city. 


Origin of th » Fire 


It is impossible to tell the cause of the 


fire, but It is supposed to have come 
from tile heating apparatus, located 
under the wood shop. Mr. Turner was 
in the shop about 6.30, closing up for 
the night. He went to the wood shop 
and then attended to the steam boiler, 
leaving everything in good shape. He 
then went to supper,, his home beint 
next dcor to the shop and just east 
of it- 


At he sat at the table llacinfe the shop 


he suddenly saw, a few minutes before 
7, a flash of flame through the windows 
of the wood shop. It seemed to sudden- 
ly burst into flame without the slightest 
warning. Seizing some hand chemica' 
extinguishers ir. the house, he rushed 
to tho shop. Their use seemed to check 
the flames in) the wood shop momen- 
tarily, but in ihe direction of the b'ack- 
smith shop Mr. Turner saw another 
mass cf flpme. 


Realizing- that the fire was beyond 


control, he sen* a man to telephone the 
fire department. 
The apparatus re- 


spond-d quick!/ and within a few min- 
utes an officpr at the corner of Mail 
ard Marshall rt-eots had seen the blaze 
and turned in a general alarm from bos 
7, vhose reputation! flor dangerous fires 
is constantly growing.

scene, ihe entire rear of the shop, con- 
sisting of a frame ell, was in flames.

under the direction of Foreman 


Pead. Three lines of hose were laid 
by this company and all during the eve- 
injf the most valuable assistance was 
rendered to the regular department. 
1 1 city department had four lines of 
hose laid, so that during all the eve- 
ning there were seven streams playing 
on the fire. 
The hydrants were not frozen, in spite 
of the bitter cold, but they were hard 
to get opened. Late at night, when a 
Hne of hose -was not needed for a few 
moments, it could not be shut on*, as 
it would have frozen almost instantly. 
Consequently there were at times sev- 
eral streams pouring1 over the s^ieet, 
and rubber boots were the only pro- 
tection. 


The firemen suffered more than they 


have in any flre of recent history from 
exposure. Water froze as it fell and 
most of the firemen were coated with 
ice before the evening was half over. 
Some of them were so coated that Ihsy 
were almost unable to move, but no 
complaint was heard. It Mas an in- 
spiring example 'of devotion to duty 
such as is rarely offered.
